The reason she gave for this was 
that girls mature younger than boys do, 
and that they begin by making eyes at the 
boys and tnveigling them into flirtations 
long before the boys would have ever 
thought of such a thing themselves. Furr- 
thermore, she clinched her argument by 
calling attention to the fact that boys who 
were sent away to boys’ schools when they 
are young remain lads and interested in

spend who are popular with the flappers } 


And, of course, when a poor, weak littl brother goes wrong, when he 
robs the cash drawer or stages an amateur hold-up or pawns his moth 
er’s jewelry, practically always he has commitied his crime to get the 
money demanded by one of the gimme-gimme sisterhood, 


Undoubtedly all of this is true, and “the sacred influence” of which we 
hear s0 much is not always employed to lift callow youths up to the higher 
life. Very often a little, innocent-looking school girl is just about the most 
dangerous pliymate that a boy could possibly have, because it is when a boy 
is a boy, when his character is unformed, when his beliefs are nebulous, when 
his ideas are fluid, that he is most susceptible to outside influence 


And when a boy in his teens falls into the wreng feminine hands, 
they can do awful things to his soul. They can twist it and distort it, and 
kill in him all belief in anything that is pure and good and true and holy. 


I am sure that there are many girls who are a bad influence over many 
boys, but not all girls are wild women. There are many who are sweet and 
good and high-minded and their influence 1s as uplifting as the bad girl's ts 
degrading. 


As to the comparative influence for evil between the sexes, I think 
that of the boys is far greater over the girls than that of the girls over the 
boys, because boys set the standards for girls’ conduct, just as men have 
always set the standard for women’s conduct. F 

And just now boys have made personal degradation the price of their 
attentions to a girl. She must pet. She must kiss. She must permit in- 
sulting familiarities. She must throw into the discard all of the can- 
ons of modesty and propriety that have prevailed for centuries for her 
sex, or else they will have nothing to do with her. 


Girls naturally want to have a good time. They want to have dates and 
go to parties instead of sitting at home sucking their thumbs of an evening 
They want to love and be loved. They want to enjoy their youth, and so 
most of them throw their scrupples to the winds and accept the boys’ atten-
